Try as little as 5 pounds. Apply in April, again in early June and again in September. Four cupfuls to a plant 
3 feet high with a 3 to 5 foot spread. Work it in 2 inches and soak down with water. 

A heavy acid soil is nearly the whole answer to satisfactory plants in this group. 

Acidity is expressed in terms of pH. A 7 pH soil is considered neutral in reaction. Above 7 pH is alkaline and 
below is on the acid side. Some growers like a pH of 6.5 but try for around 5 pH and notice the amazing difference.

DORERS go through four stages of growth, viz., the Egg, the 
Larvae (which is the Borer itself), the Pupa and the Adult or 
Moth, and there is only one generation a year. 


Paradichlorobenzene (P.D.B.) is the recommended treatment. 
This is a white crystalline substance having an ether-like odor and 
vaporizing quickly in Summer temperatures. It produces fumes 
heavier than air which rapidly permeate the soil and the Borer 
tunnels in the tree. 


HOW TO LOCATE BORERS IN THE TREES 


While the mature Borer is about an inch long, yellowish white 
and with a dark reddish head with brownish hair arising from the 
tubicles. Hardly ever seen because they are inside of tree but can 
be located by the frass or gum found exuding from the trunk 
and branches. 


Level and clean soil around tree. Make trench an inch deep 
and 2 inches from the trunk of the tree. Fill this with P. D. B. 
around at the rate of 1 oz. for an average sized tree, 14% ozs. for 
large tree, 34 of an ounce for tree four to five years old and about 

ounce for a tree up to three years old. As soon as this is done 
make a mound of earth in the shape of a cone with the peak of 
the cone around the trunk of the tree and wet earth a little on the 
top. Stamp earth down with back of spade. 


While talking about Peach Trees the same recommendation would 
apply to other trees. Sometimes Borers do damage to Lilac bushes.
